A  total  of  82  live  births,  43  male  and  39  female  were  registered  during 
the  year, giving  a  rate  of  16.51  per  1,000  population.  This  is  1.5  per  1,000 
more  than  the  rate  for  the  East  Riding  County,  and  is  almost  equal  to  the 
high  post-war  average  figure  for  194^-49. 

The  rate  for  the  County  for  1959  was  14.95.  To  compare  the  rate  for 
Withernsea  with  all  England,  use  has  to  be  made  of  the  Comparability  Factor, 
which  takes  into  consideration  the  age  and  sex  constitution  of  the  district 
as  disclosed  by  the  Census.  The  Factor  this  year  is  1.09  and  when  applied 
gives  a  figure  of  17.99,  showing  that  there  are  more  residents  over  the  age 
group  30/40  than  in  the  average  community. 

In  addition  to  the  82  live  births  there  was  1  still-birth  (Legitimate) 
making  a  total  of  83  births. 

The  still-births  rate  was  12.0  per  1,000  total  births  compared  with  28,2 
in  1957  and  16.1  in  1958. 

Illegitimate  Births. 

Of  the  82  live  births,  4  were  illegitimate,  giving  a  rate  of  0.8  per 
1,000  population  and  4.88  of  the  total  live  births,  as  compared  with  4.84 
in  1958.

The  Death  Rate  is  14.68  per  1,000  population,  but  when  corrected  by 
the  Comparability  Factor  for  Withernsea  District,  it  is  reduced  to  12.33, 
which  it  is  presumed  it  would  have  been  if  there  had  not  been  so  high  a 
proportion  of  older  people  among  the  resident  population.  The  Death  Rate 
for  the  County  of  East  Yorkshire  is  12.31. 

Of  the  34  male  deaths,  24  or  70.6%  were  over  63;  and  14  or  41%  were 
over  73  years;  7  or  nearly  1  in  every  5  deaths  were  over  80  years. 

Of  the  39  female  deaths,  28  or  nearly  3  out  of  4  deaths  were  over  63; 
20,  or  every  other  death, were  over  73  years,  and  11  or  1  in  every  3  deaths 
T/ere  over  80  years. 

From  these  figures,  we  see  that  in  1959,  although  fewer  men  than  women 
died,  more  women  lived  to  73  and  over. 

The  death  rate  of  14.68  per  1,000  population  is  0.18  per  1,000  less 
than  last  year's  figure  of  14.86. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  Cancer  (2l),  Heart  Disease  (13), 
Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  (Cerebral  Haemorrhage  (9),  and 
Respiratory  Diseases  (9),  which  together  accounted  for  34  of  the  73  total 
deaths,  or  74.0%. 

Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  : 

1,  Heart  Disease.  Of  the  14  deaths  due  to  Heart  Disease,  Angina  or 
Coronary  disease,  due  to  blocking  of  the  arteries  of  the  heart  muscle, 
caused  3  deaths  in  males  and  6  in  females,  i.e.,  78.5%.  Other  forms 
of  Heart  Disease,  i.e.,  Rheumatic,  Valvular  etc.  caused  1  male  and 

1  female  deaths. 

Hypertension,  with  heart  disease,  only  caused  1  death,  as  for  the  last 
3  years. 

2.  Circulatory  Disease. 

Cerebral  Haemorrhage  caused  3  deaths  in  males  and  6  in  females,  and 
other  circulatory  disease,  1  female,  a  total  of  10.

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Although  the  numbers  in  this  series  are  far  too  small  to  indicate  any 
rend,  only  Cancer  of  the  Lungs  and  Breast  show  a  persistent  increase.  Of 
the  29  cases,  29  or  86/0  of  the  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lungs  are  males. 
Apart  from  this,  deaths  from  Cancer  are  nearly  equally  divided  between  the 

sexes.  Cancer  of  the  Breast  and  Uterus  causing  nearly  as  many  deaths  in  women 
as  Cancer  of  the  Lungs  in  men.

There  WaS  1  (iea’th  from  Influenza,  but  9  deaths  from  Pneumonia  and  3 
deaths  from  Bronchitis,  a  contrast  to  last  year,  when  the  figures  were  nil  for 
Influenza,  2  for  Pneumonia,  and  one  for  Bronchitis.

There  was  no  death  from  Tuberculosis  or  other  notifiable  Infectious 
Disease. 
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Deaths  from  Accidents  : 

There  were  no  deaths  from  motor  accidents  hut  2  deaths  from  other 
accidents.  In  general,  accidents  are  increasing  in  the  country  as 
a  whole.

Comparison  with  causes  of  death  in  previous  years  : 

Tuberculosis  -  No  deaths  have  occurred  from  Tuberculosis  of  the 

Lungs,  or  elsewhere,  since  1956. 

Cancer  -  The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  shows  a  sharp  rise 

in  1959.  The  age  group  was  between  40  and  80,  more 
than  2-g-  times  the  number  last  year,  and  the  increase 
was  over  all  sites,  not  only  the  lungs.  It  is  the 
chief  single  cause  of  death  this  year. 
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Cerebral  Haemorrhage  -  Deaths  from  Stroke  were  about  the  average  for  the 

past  few  years,  about  1  in  8  deaths  are  due  to  Stroke 

Heart  Disease  -  Continues  as  one  of  the  chief  causes  of  death. 

BUI 

One  in  5  of  all  deaths  is  due  to  disease  of  the 
heart  and  circulation. 

The  age  group  for  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  and  Heart  Disease  were  mostly  over 

65. 

Cancer  and  Heart  Disease  Deaths  Rise. 

Despite  years  cf  cancer  research  and  remarkable  advances  in  heart  surgery, 
cancer  and  heart  disease  are  more  than  ever  the  main  killers  today.  Cancer  deaths 
in  1958  in  England  and  Wales  numbered  95,80 4.  This  was  an  increase  of  1,787  on 
the  1957  total.  It  represented  more  than  18$  of  all  deaths. 

Coronary  heart  disease  caused  84,041  deaths.  Other  forms  of  heart  disease 
caused  more  than  as  many  again.  In  comparison  tuberculosis  deaths  totalled 
4,480,  and  those  from  poliomyelitis  129.  Male  deaths  from  coronary  heart  disease, 
52,085,  were  seven  per  cent  up  on  the  1957  figure.  Those  for  females,  31,956,  were 
nearly  10$  higher.  Rates  per  100,000  population  have  increased  since  1954  from 
202  to  240  for  men,  and  from  108  to  137  for  women. 

Lung  Cancer  Rate. 

Cancer  killed  50,735  men  and  45,069  women.  Lung  cancer  deaths  numbered 
19,820,  including  17,040  male  deaths.  For  men  the  death  rate  from  this  form  of 
cancer  has  increased  from  65  per  100,000  population  in  1954  to  68  in  1958.  The 
increase  for  women  is  from  10  to  12* 

Infectious  Diseases. 

There  were  8  diphtheria  deaths  in  1958,  against  four  in  1957  and  three  in 
1956.  Deaths  from  scarlet  fever  and  whooping  cough  numbered  four  and  27,  both 
record  low  figures.  There  was  one  smallpox  death. 

There  were  2,401  deaths  from  influenza.  More  than  1,800  of  these  occurred 
in  the  first  three  months,  when  the  effects  of  the  Asian  epidemic  which  began  in 
the  Autumn  of  1957  were  still  being  felt. 

Accidental  Deaths. 

Accidental  deaths,  excluding  transport  accidents,  numbered  10,405,  an 
increase  of  409  or  the  1957  figure.  Just  over  two  thirds  occurred  in  the  home. 

Just  over  60$  were  due  to  falls.  Domestic  gas  was  a  cause  of  832  accidental 
deaths,  110  more  than  in  1957. 

Traffic  Accidents. 

Traffic  accidents  caused  5,366  deaths  against  4,827  in  1957.  Deaths  of 
riders  or  passengers  of  motor  cycles  numbered  1,355,  an  increase  of  80.  More  than 
60  per  cent  were  of  people  aged  between  15  and  30. 

Pedestrians  killed  numbered  2,281,  249  more.  Nearly  700  of  the  deaths  were 
of  people  aged  75  and  over,  and  407  were  of  children  under  15.  Of  638  pedal 
cyclists  killed,  128  were  aged  5-14*  Suicides  numbered  5,298.

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General  Provision  of  Health  Services  : 

Hospital  treatment  is  provided  for  in  this  area  at  the  Hull  Hospitals, 
at  the  Westwood  Hospital,  Beverley,  and  the  General  Hospital,  Driffield, 
where  there  are  full  facilities  for  X-Ray  and  laboratory  examination. 

Hospitals  and  out-patients  clinics  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
Tuberculosis  are  included  within  the  Health  Service. 

Facilities  for  the  detection  of  bacterial  infection,  chiefly  as 
concerns  food,  water,  etc.,  are  provided  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 

High  Street,  Hull. 

The  care  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers  and  their  infants,  including 
unmarried  mothers  and  their  children,  is  undertaken  by  the  County  Council 
through  clinics  and  domiciliary  midwifery  services.  Other  services  provided 
by  the  County  Council  include  health  visiting,  home  nursing,  home  help 
facilities,  arrangements  for  vaccination  and  immunisation  against  Diphtheria, 
Whooping  Cough  and  Tuberculosis,  and  Ambulance  Service. 

Accommodation  for  all  persons  needing  ce.re  and  attention  because  of  age, 
infirmity  or  other  circumstances,  apart  from  nursing  and  medical  cases,  is 
provided  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with  their  responsibilities  under 
the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  which  also  requires  them  to  provide  a 
Welfare  Service  for  the  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  other  persons  permanently 
handicapped  by  congenital  deformity,  illness,  injury  or  such^other  disability 
so  recognised  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  Regular  medical  and  sick  nursing 
arrangements  are  undertaken  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Action  under  the  provisions  of  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act, 
1948,  was  not  required  during  the  year,  as  it  was  found  possible  to  admit 
through  voluntary  action  any  old  persons  needing  care  and  attention  to  one  of 
the  County  Council’s  Old  People’s  Homes,  in  co-operation  with  County  Officials.
